FARMERS’ SOCIETY CELE-
BRATING 100TH ANNI-
VERSARY

YESTERDAY WAS
THE, FIRST DAY

Will Last Until Thursday Night—
Today at Pendleton and
ext at Clemson,

Yeaterday marked the onening of
the grand centeunial celehration of
the Farmers Agricultural soclety at
Pendleton and hundreds of  people
wore present 1o hear Uie many speecli-
i3, geo Gie exhiblis, mingle together
and to properly celebrate the onc-
hundreth anniversary of that organi-
zation which has played such an fm-
portant part in the advancement of
tie people of the upper section ol
Santh Carolina, Musle was furnish-
ed throughout the day by Jolly's band
of the Zlon school,

The exerclses proper were preced-
ed by a canning demonsteation and a
leciura by Miss Jayne C. Garlington.
Miss Garlingion had many bheautiful
exhibits of fruits, vegetables, elc.,
canned by the girls of the tomato
club, arranged in the farmers’ fnil
and these were viewed by several
hundred people during the course of
the day. These exhibits are very at-
tractizs and Miss Garlington was the
reciplent of much praise yesterday be-
cause of the collection.

The celebration exerclse began al
10 o'clock on the green just In the
rear of the farmers’ hall, where a ros-
trum and seats had been arranged.
Prayer was offered by the Rev. M. M.
Owens, pastor of the Methodist church
followed by an address of welcome
by Col. J. €. Stribling, presiden:
of Lhe soclety and its oldest nctive
member. This address was followed
by one made by Mayor Eskew of Pen-
dleton.

The principal speaker of the day
was Mr. Clarence Poe, editor of the
Progicssive Farmer, Mr. John C.
Calhoun and Mr. E. J. Watson, com-
missloner of agriculiure for Soull
Carolina, belng unable to attend., A
telegram was read during the day
from Mr. Watson expressing his re-
grots for not being able to represent

4 and also a letter from Mr. Calhoun,

who is i1l at his home in New York.

Mr. Poe was delayed In reaching
Pendleton several hours because of a
wreck on the railroad but he arrived
before dinner and made his address.

While the people were awaiting tae
arrival of Mr., Poe Prof. J. N. Har-
per of Clemson college made an  od-
dreas, He discussed the boll weovil,
the necessity of the farmer's for pre-
paring for Its arrival in this country
and the diversification of crops.

Mr. Poe by complimenting
the Pendleton Farmers' socioty of it:
centennlal celebration, stating that
this was something that no otler so-
clety of ¢t kind was able to do. T
complimented the membership of the
organization and the good work they
had been doing,

The subject of Mr. Poe's addroe:
was, “The Organlzatlon of Countiy
Communities,” which was in part as
follows: : i

“Now why is this Why are the

adeqaately organized in recognition of
the fact that man s ‘n social animai”
—a truth which Sir lHornce Plunkett
remarks {1 as old as Aristotale, but
which is really as old as Adam, of
whom the Almighty =aid it was not
gmd for him to live and work
alone,
, "Thus we have the social Instinct
ns old as the race itself, and hred to
greater Imperiousness through long
centuries of family, tribual, and feud-
al life. Instinctively we feel that we
shoultl work with our fellows in in-
dustrial relations ns well as enjoy
with them our houvs of recreation.
‘In nll his politics, In all his econo-
mies, in oll his movements, =ays a
distinguished thinker, ‘man Is fecling'
his way to'ads inevitable destiny of
barmonious life,”

“There you have, in my opinlon, the
phrase which ehiefly explains the al-
wrming drift to the citles. For the
nasses of workers the impelling pow-
'r 13 not s mach the lure of gold
‘or there ls direr poverly in our citles
than the country has ever known: but
man, instinctively a social animal, is
indeed ever feellng his way to his
inevitable destiny of harmonlous life,
‘hat is to say, toward a life which
‘ully Improves uwnon ail the rich pos-
sibilities of comradship and of co-
operative action witiy his fellows, in-
Justrial, civie, and social; and he
zoes (o thoe'clty because he fecls we
have not yet provided for the develop-
ment of these relations in our coun-
try districts,” .*

This is hardly one-fifth of what
Mr. Poe had to say, however. His
apeech, if printed “in full, would take
several columns. 'In addition to tie
above he contrasted city 1life with
country iife, stated that a country
community wag slone without farm
wnd vold and that h community 1s the
anly soclal untit Enown to our civi-
lization without “definite boundaries
and without machitiery for self-ex-
pression and developement. He dis-
cussed the neeessity fo rincorporat-
Ing the rural community, the lmpor-
tant worlt of a “Community League,"
community surveys and community
rivalry, aml ended his magnificent
Address with & flow of oratory stat-
ng that character, education and
home ownership was essential to the
zooil of community welfare. 2

“Some may be disposed to think
that our president has been a man of
words rather than of deeds, so 1 read
a letter Gvead that I fnd: ‘J. C. Strib-
ling, Breeder of Jersey Cattle and
Agricultural Horses at Fuossdale and
Tip Ton Farms, Also Supervisor As-
tubala Stock Farm and president of
the South Carolina Percheron Nor-
man Horse Company,*

“Mr. Stribling was the first man
to bring Jersey cattle into South Car-
olina and Percheron lorses In 1876,
Percheron  stallion, Charlemuagne,
Monarch of the Wes! with Percheron
mar o,

"It the proof ef the pudding is the
catlug. 1 remember as a boy a sale
that was the talk of the country;
that of Lillie of Glenmcre, to J. B.
Turner for $1,000. This was a cow
sold by Mr. Siribling, which gave {ive
gallons of mili per day. Just think
of it, a cow selling for $1,000.

“In 1880 after a visit to M+. Charles
Harrison, Pickensville, Md., Mr.
Stribling .uilt a silo, and in 1881
won the prize of $50 offered by the
South Caroling Agricultural  and
Mechanicai soclety, at tie state fair
for the best ensilage.

“The ecattle unon a thousand hiils,
the silos now dotting the state, the
Percheron horses found here and
there, may trace thelr Souty Caroling
ancesiry to the president of the Pen-
dleton Farziers' soclety, Col. J. C.
Stribling.

After Mr. Mills’ address Mr.'J. C.
Stribling introduc:sd the oniy living
member of the seven who in the -old
ball there at Pendleton discussed the
founding of an agricultural college in
South Carolina, which resulted in
Clemson Collexs of today. This man
was Major Benjamin Sloan, who arose
and acknowledged the introduction.

Mr. J. B. Morris of McClellanville
was then introduced. Mr. Morris
was representing the Santee Agricul-
tural ciub and talked enthuslastical-
ly about the work that was being
done by his club.
